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MANY DECISIONS AHEAD 
A few weeks ago the Supreme Court of the 
United States officially dedicated its new build­ 
ing— most classically beautiful in all Washing­ 
ton. A brief session was given to the dedicatory 
ex ercises, and to admitting new members to the 
Bar of the Court. Then Court adjourned for a 
week to give the Justices time to prepare for the 
real work of a session which may be as historic 
as the last. Those who forecast that there would 
be one or more retirements before this session, 
were in error — every Justice, from y oung Mr. 
Roberts to aged Mr. Brandeis, was present in his 
seat on the bench, which is not a bench at all, 
but a collection of old-fashioned, comfortable 
and rather nondescript leather chairs. The chairs 
are the only thing in the super-lux urious build­ 
ing (one Justice, viewing it in completion for the 
first time, observed that the court should go to 
work riding on elephants in the manner of. Ori­ 
ental potentates) which are not new. They will 
be replaced as soon as the Justices get together 
v 
and agree on a standard design.

The fact that no Justice retired serves to illus- 
rate the importance with which the court itself 
laws 


still p&^sess their keen minds — and each Justice 
apparently wishes to contribute his share to set­ 
tling case\ which may mark great steps in the 
history ancl ,evolution of American government. 
No other major country today possesses an insti­ 
tution in any way comparable to our Supreme 
Court. 
In Italy , Russia, Germany and other 
countries the highest courts are tools of the dic­ 
tators in power — in England, which has no con­ 
stitution, the High Court cannot overrule the 
acts of the Parliament. 
Last session the Supreme Court threw into dis­ 
card the most im portant Administration mea­ 
sure, the NRA, along with a number of lesser 
acts, such as the Railway Pension Law. It up­ 
held, by the narrowest of margins, five to four, 
the Gold Seizure Act. This session the Govern­ 
ment again comes before the Bench to plead for 
ex traordinary and unprecedented laws which the 
Administration believes necessary to its program. 
The court soon will hand down its decision on

the Agricultural Adjustment Act, under which 
farmers are'paid for crop-restriction out of funds 
raised through processing tax es levied against 
woolen mills, packers, food processors, etc. If the 
Court holds th at the tax is unconstitutional, as 
many lawy ers believe it will, the Administration 
must either drop AAA benefits, something that is 
ex tremely unlikely , or find a new way to raise 
the necessary money . 
The court will also pass on the right of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority to sell electric pow­ 
er in competition with private untilities. In the 
test case to decide this, a Federal District Court 
held for the untilities — a higher court held for 
the TVA. 
The court will pass on two other highly debated 
recent measures — the Bankhead Cotton Control 
Act and the condemnation of lands for slum 
clearance by the Public Works Administration. 
Legal tests of other vital New Deal measures — 
such as the Public Utility Act of 1935 — are still 
wending their way through lower courts, will 
probably not reach the Supreme Court this ses­ 
sion. 
Other highly important cases, not of Federal 
origin, but of importance as precedents to the 
entire country , are on the crowded docket. These 
include: Power of a state to levy a tax upon pre­ 
ferred stock- of a national bank held by the Re­ 
construction Finance Corporation; Validity of 
Massachusetts statutes regulating billboard ad­ 
vertising along public highway s; Validity of the 
famous (or infamous) Louisiana newspaper and 
periodical tax , forced through the Louisiana Leg­ 
islature by the late Senator Huey Long, and said 
by publishers to be a direct blow at freedom of 
the press; Whether or not the Sugar Institute 
and its members constitute a violation of the 
Sherman Act (the anti-trust law). 
It is reported that one Supreme Court Justice, 
who was against the new building, said that the 
court was likely to be forgotten if moved out of 
its old q uarters in the Capitol. There is small 
chance of that. Government officials, business 
men and the public at large will give the present 
session of the court, like the last, a degree of a t­ 
tention rarely eq ualed in ijts long and epoch- 
making history .
